AN ABSOLUTE MYtfERY 


Which May Develop Into Oce of 


ifcc Greatest That BaMled 


Police of .U. S. 


Erie. i'a.. Feb. 9.--The looting o:" the 


magnificent Scott mausoleum in Erie 
cemetery, discovered las: 
night, 
is 


rapidly developing into one of the 
greatest mysteries ever confronting 
the police department in the i'nm-d 
States. One body is missing and three 
caskets are wrecked. 
The tomb is 


guarded by a cordon of police today. 
and the city authorities are maintain- 
ing the closest secrecy regarding all 
angles of the affair, at the request of 
the millionaire members of the Scott 
family. 


Detectives are searching for the 


woman who discovered the burglary. 
She notified the residence of Charles 
H. Strong, president of the Erie and 
P'ttsbursr railway and a son-in-law o: 
the late Congressman Win. L. Scott. 
the man who built the tomb, by tele- 
phone and then she disappeared. As ~u 
her identity ihe police have failed to 
obtain the slightest clue. 


Officers dispatched to the tomb fount! 


that it had been skillfully burglarixed. 
The copper receptacles 
containing 


three caskets had been jimmied open. 
A fourth casket was missed altogether. 
The caskets containing the remains o; 
Scott, who died about twenty years 
ago. and his wife were removed and 
opened. Just who was in the other two 
caskets is uncertain. "Which body was 
taken also is not definitely known. 


The police are working on three 


theories: 


That the tomb was looted to obtain 


jewelry left ^ith the bodies: : 


That ghouls were seeking one body 


especially to hold i! for ransom: 


That some person wanted one of the 


bodies on account of attachment for j 
the person, because of enmity toward j 
the Scott family or some such reason, j 


The police practically pa.-sed up the i 


jewelry theory when they were told j 
that nothing of great value was left 
with the bodies. 


They bent most of their energies on 


the second theory. They figure that j 
ghouls might readily conceive 
they i 


would get a great reward from the i 
Scott family for the return 
of

corpse, on account of the great wealth ; 
and social prestiere of the family's re!a- . 
tives.

Center Star lodge of Masons is one 


of the oldest Masonic lodges in Cen- 
tral Ohio. 
It was organized by Mr. 


Job Case. Timothy Spelliuan. Justin 
Hillicr. David Butler and Klia.s <;i!- 
man. These gentlemen hating r-^-eiv- 
ed the degrees of Symbolic Masonry in 
Xew England, united with a few others 
and presented a petition to Lewis Cass. 
grand master of Masons iii Ohio, early 
in 1810. praying for a dispensation io 
organize a iodge in Granville- 
Mi 


Cass came to Graiiville in |»erson ard 
organized a lodge in the upper room 
of the dwelling formerly occupied by 
Deacon Timothy Rose. The lodge ua.- 
chartered i:i January. ISII. and num- 
bered 11 pei-sons. 
Its 
first 
officers 


were Job Case, worthy master: Tim- 
othy Spell man. senior warden, and Xo- 
ble Laiidon. junior warden. The first 
place of meeting was in a room in th" 
sex-ond story of the residence of Elias 
Oilman, one of Graiiville's first set- 
tlers, that had been finished off for 
that purpose. 
The first Masonic hall 


in the county was ten uy fourteen and 
a half feet in size. It had a window 
on the east side, a fire place on the 
west side, and was the first room fin- 
ished off and plastered ~in Granville. 
This room is still preserved in the 
building occupied by the Chi Psi Sor- 
ority. A year after the organization of 
the lodge a larger and more conveni- 
ent room was secured in the residence 
of Grove Case. The first candidate inr 
itiated in this lodge was Hiram Rose. 
The first return to the grand lodge in- 
cluded 1S10 and 1S11. and showed a 
membership of twenty master Masons, 
and at the end of 1S12. the member- 
ship bad increased to thirty-nine. The 
nearest lodges to Granville in those 
days were at Worthington. Mt. Vern- 
on and Zanesville. The first death in 
the lodge was that of James Thrall, in 
1813. 
The "fourth step in Masonry" 


was introduced into this lodge June 
30. 1S14, and Timothy SpeHman was 
passed to the chair of Kins: Solomon. 
Center Star lodge went down in 1S37. 
but was resuscitated again and has 
continued in successful operation -to 
the present time. 


In view of al! these facts it has been 


decided to make the coming centennial 
celebration one that will be of state- 
wide interest. Every lodge in the 
county will be invited to participate 
and the celebration will be continued 
for several days. There will toe. among 
the other attractions, a big parade, 
followed by speeches rrom prominent 
members of the grand lodge, and will 
incline Mr. F. W. Shepardson of Chi- 
cago university, who is a former Gran- 
ville man. and who will talk about 
Center Star lodge. 
There will also 


be an evening session, to be followed 
by a big banquet and a social time. 
Plenty of music will be furnished and 
altogether it will be a celebration long 
to be remembered.
